C.N.R.

Asks Court to Reverse Or- 
der of Board of Rail 
Commissioners 


OTTAWA, July 23—Judge New- 
combe, of the supreme court of Can- 
ada, will hear an application by the 
Canadian National Railways for leave 
to appeal against the construction by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway of the 
proposed line from Willingdon to Ed- 
monton, Alta. The hearing is set for 
next Wednesday. Should the applica- 
tion be granted, it is expected that the 
appeal will be heard in the latter purt 
of August or in September 

Work Pushed Rapidly 

Since the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners granted permission to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
to proceed with construction of the 
Willingdon-Edmonton line work has 
been pushed as rapidly as possible 
The decision of the Board followed on 
@ heering of the application by the 
C.P.R. for permission to proceed with 
construction. The hearing took place 
at the court house on McDougall ave- 
nue and decision was given by the 
Board about one week later. At the 
local hearing the C.P.R. argued that 
the line was a logical prolongation of 
the Swift Current extension and had 
been urged at a hearing in 1919 when 
the Cutknife-Willingdon extension was 
being built 

The C.N.R. opposed the construction 
of the line on the groumds that it gave 
no new service to the public, but was 
practically @ duplication of the al- 
ready existing C.N.R. line. 

The Alberta government did not 
oppose the construction of this line 
but went on record as being opposed 
to the principle involved of giving the 
CPR, blanket right to operate under 
its charter of 1881 instead of having 
each case disposed of individually and 
in conformance with existing condi- 
tions, 

Work on the line in question un- 
doubtedly will continue until the Su-

The Vancouver 

Sun secured the eighty-millionth bushel to 

reach that port, and is distributing this in 

two ounce sacks as souvenirs of the ban- 

ner season thus far in the history of Van- 

couver as a grain-shipping port. One of

through Vancouver which must arouse at- 
tention: “From half a million bushels if 
1920-21 to eighty millions in 1927-28, 
still growing.” 

e surprising growth in wheat export 
that is thus summarized is one in which 
Vancouver may properly take pride, and 
in which there is also ample ground for 
faith that the trade will continue to ex- 
pand. As the western route is a cheaper 
route, and an all-the-vear-round route, the

The sensitive 
person is sometimes poisoned even by being in the 
vicinity of a clump of these plants.
